PROCEEDINGS 


At  12  o'clock  sharp  Bro.  J.  W.  Denmark,  Chairman  ot 
the  Executive  Committee,  called  the  State  Farmers  Alliance, 
of  North  arolina,  to  order,  in  its  25th  annual  session,  and 
stated  that  in  the  absence  of  the  President — Dr.  R.  H. 
Speight — on  account  of  sickness,  and  also  of  Bro.  J.  H. 
Williamson,  Vice  President,  it  became  his  duty  to  call  the 
session  to  order.  He  then  called  attention  to  the  constitu- 
tional provision  for  the  election  of  a  President  pro-tem  and 
Bro.  W.  A.  Graham  was  unanimously  elected,  and  Bro.  J. 
H.  Evans  was  chosen  Vice-President,   pro-tem. 

Bro.  Graham  then  proceeded  to  open  the  session  in  due 
form. 

Bro.  J.  W.  Denmark  then  read  a  letter  which  he"  as  chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  had  just  received  from 
President  Speight,  which  in  the  absence  of  the  President's 
annual  address  uas  ordered  incorporated  in  the  minutes  in 
place  of  the  address.

I  retired  last  night  in  my  usual  physical  con- 
dition but  soon  afterwards  was  taken  with  a  numb  sensation  in 
hack  of  neck,  extending  afterwards  all  over  the  body,  being  worse 
over  my  left  side.  Am  still  feeling  it  this  morning  but  am  able 
to  be  up. 

I  regret  very  much  not  being  able  to  meet  with  the  brethren 
on  this  the  25th  anniversary  of  our  organization,  especially  as 
several  matters  which  I  consider  of  vital  importance  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Alliance  must  be  discussed  and  settled.

The  Alliance  organ  ",The  Tar  Heel  Farmer"  a  very  cred- 
itable paper,  thanks  to  the  developed  ability  of  our  lecturer, 
Brother  Cates,  whether  it  shall  be  continued  with  expectation  of 
becoming  self  supporting,  the  disposition  of  the  contract  with 
the  Guano  Company  and  several  other  matters.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY-TREASURE.

Time  with  its  swift  revolving  chariott  has  safely  brought 
us  to  another  mile-post  in  the  history  of  the  Farmers  Alliance 
of  North  Carolina.  This  so  far  as  I  know,  is  the  oldest 
farmers  organization  in  this  country  today,  with  the  single  ex- 
ception of  the  Grange,  this  being  our  25th  birth-day. 

During  this  quarter  of  a  century  of  our  existence,  we  have 
as  an  organization  enjoyed  prosperity  and  suffered  adversity 
but  am  glad  to  report  that  while  our  membership  is  not  so 
great  as  ir  was  a  decade  ago,  yet  it  is  not  so  small  as  it  has 
been,  and  I  see  no  reason  why,  with  the  proper  management, 
it  should  not  yet  regain  its  place  at  the  head  of  the  table 
where  it  belongs. 

In  some  sections  of  the  State  we  are  through  the  untiring 
efforts  of  our  efficient  and  energetic  State  Lecturer,  organiz- 
ing new  alliances  and  reviving  old  ones,  while  in  still  other 
places  we  are  not  more  than  holding  our  own. 

My  financial  reports  as  Secretary  and  Taeasurer  and  State 
Business  Agent  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  will  be  included  in  their  report. 
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You  will  note  that  I  assumed  the  duties  of  these  offices 
on  Jan.  1st  upon  the  resignation  of  Bro.  Parrott,  and  that  said 
report  only  shows  the  business  done  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  this  year.  During  this  period,  I  have  sent  out 
many  letters  to  the  brethren  thoughout  the  State  with  a  view 
to  stimulating  them  to  renewed  interest  in  behalf  of  this  grand 
old  organization,  and  I  feel  sure  that  in  this  way  I  have  ac- 
complished mnch  more  work  along  this  line,  and  I  want  to 
insist  that  every  brother  present  upon  his  return  home  make 
it  his  business  to  see  his  neghbors  who  are  not  members,  and 
who  would  make  good  alliancemen,  and  present  to  them  the 
great  necessity  of  organization  in  such  a  way  that  they  will 
see  that  it  is  to  their  interest  to  become  members,  put  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  ond  help  us  to  work  for  and  stand  by 
and  push  along  the  Old  Farmers  Alliance  now,  henceforth 
and  forever.

posted  as  to  prices  of  supplies,  etc.,  which  he  has  to  buy 
and  enables  him  to  save  money  on  every  purchase  made, 
even  though  he  buys  from  his  local  merchant  which  he 
usually  does. 

I  have  some  very  attractive  prices  on  a  great  many  things 
on  which  I  have  been  saving  money  for  the  brethren  who 
give  me  the  opportunity,  among  them?  I  will  mention  only 
one,  Cotton  Seed  Meal  which  I  have  been  selling  for  $28.00 
per  ton  while  I  know  members  of  the  alliance  who  paid 
$40.00  for  it  this  season. 

Brethren,  let  me  urge  you  to  use  your  Business  Agency 
more  and  thereby  receive  more  benefit  from  the  money  spent 
for  its  maintenance.
